- Wandering home through the dark, 
wiudinj; byways, j'on pass cloaked i 
ores, whit-jiering at the iron bound win- 
do,-, ?. TLry iu-e tho lorers of Seville, 
po" •u/1o la pfiva (plucking the turkey), 
•15 <!;ry call it. With the lattice slightly 
rp:r, the fair Sevillana sits in her dark- 
one,! chamber talking in whisperec 
tonu5 to the gallant without. Tho old 
foiks, weary of tho tusk of ohaperonage, 
after locking tho daughter1 in a room 
barred like a prison cell, have gone to 
bc-il, and for hours, sometimes tho en- 
tire night, tho afiinnced lovera look 
tl'rongh the grating into each other's 
eyes and whisper tho nothings of love. 
It would seem cold comfort to a north- 
ern swain, but tho Spaniards say tho 
iron bars aro a necessary evil theio in 
Spain. In Spain thero aro life and color 
and picturesqxieuess everywhere, and 
yon think tho Spaniard was born to Lie 
an aitist's model. 


Tu the maze of tortuous streets about 


tho market one sets something of the 
life of the people. 
Thero tho white- 


washed houses aio outlined against the 
brilliant sky in rambling perspective, 
and tho graceful tg-wer of sorao-parish 
church, its brown walls moss grown, its 
bright tiles shining, rise sharp and clear 
into the blue above. Darknmideuswith 
glossy hair and warm color in their 
cheeks gaze idly from tho juirailores 
above ni'ou tho countless people iu the 
streets below. 


Tho cobbler hammers and ctitciea in 


flis smoky little shop without window 
or door, glasses click in tho bodega, 
jileek cows with rnournfnl eyes and 
tinkling tells stand silently ohoving 
their cuds in tho milkman's stalls, aud 
tho dainty feel of shaggy donkeys patter 
nn i ho cobblo 8>oue& as tho patient, lit- 
tle beasts, beneath'their pauuieis of 
straw or cht'iron], thread their way 
through the* trowel. You wander along, 
picking youi way through the good na- 
tural nf.piE'Msge, until you reach seme 
little plL,i:;i -<'.-iUi its church, where beg- 
gars EUU themselves upon the flagstones, 
and tho pnertos, or booths of the street 
peddlers, with graceful, colored awn- 
ings, are .-• ^nt tered picturesquely about 
the paveiiiu-it. TJicia tho dazzling sun- 
light casts lautnstic shadows on tho yel- 
low and bine walls of the houses, mul- 
ticolored ] !a or festoons of cotton 
print.'; Jiang in tho dingy shops, gallur- 
dos—dandies of tho street—gossip iu 
groups or ogle the passing maidens, 
dogs snooze in sunny spots and crowds 
of idlers cluster about some barrel or- 
gan or blind gnitarjst. There is a booth 
near by whero a bronze skinned gypsy 
is cooking molletes caloutitos, a soil; of 
greasy flour cake fried iu oil, and a wine 
pnesto with its earthen jars.aud hugo 
bottles "of red and yellow wine, and 
thero vagea loiter to eat and drink. 


Ono can linger for hours in tho streets 


of Seville, watching tho people and 
talking with them, too, for tho Anda- 
lusian of tho lower classes is the best of 
fellows. Thero is a democratic freedom 
in his manner, at once respectful and 
cordial, which is unlike tho obsequious- 
ness or boorishness of tho common peo- 
ple of other countries. He is ,=lov? and 
oven lazy, but he commands respect, and 
nowhere can one meet such civility and 
heartiness as is shown by tho Andalu- 
siau peasant. But you rauct unbend and 
rneot him half way. He docs not like 
Saxon stiffness, and a cordial woid or 
the offer trf a cigarette will accomplish 
moro than a handful of silver. 


When you go into a bodega of the 


people whero aguardiente is sold at a 
cent a glass, tho habitues all gicet you 
with a word of welcome, and tho bar- 
keeper serves his liquor with a comtli- 
ncss which is Ohesterfieldiau. They aro 
rough places, those common taverns. 
Thero is ouo in paiticular, across tho 
river in Triana, where tho toughs of Se- 
ville—the in atones, they are called— 
gather to drink and quarrel. They say 
that every Sevillian who is spoiling fox 
a fight goes there, and many aro tho 
cutting affrays in which navnjos aro 
drawn. Withiaantas wuipped about the 
left arm, the duellists crouch and slow- 
ly follow each other around, watching 
tho opportunity for tho fatal spring, 
just as (hey do in Carmen. This taborna 
of the bullies is a low, dinpy place, 
spanned by high beams blackened l>y 
ages of cigarettes and dirt. It is open to 
tho street on two sides, and supporting 
tho corner beams is an old Roman col- 
umn whieli looks as though it may have 
be-an standing since the time of Trajan. 
Tho floor is of dirt, and iu one corner aro 
a low table and three or four cane seat- 
ed chairs. There aro dirty bottles nil tho 
shelves and coarse prints of bullfighters 
on the walls. Behind tho bar is tho 
keeper of the resort, a low browed ruf- 
fian, with little weasel eyes, set close 
together and a knife slash across his un- 
shaven cheek. 
Ho looks a prince of cut- 


throats, but even ho has a kindly greet- 
ing aud a civil word, as have hij cus- 
tomers who loan upon the bar. But the 
honest workman out for a holiday with 
his best girl or tho bourgeois and his 
friends picnicking in tho environs un- 
der tho phado of-olive trees", a*e really 
more interesting. These true Andalu- 
siaus will always welcome a. stranger, 
they will always share their sour wine 
and sweet cakes, and tho bright eyed 
girls of tho party will dance tho grace- 
ful Sevillana to the time of castanets, 
and if you speak Spanish you may chat 
with them all and feel when you leave 
that you have met real friends.

are no people so friendly and witty and 
gracious as the Audalusians.—Cosmo- 
politan.

the greatest hondholding center in 
America. Its financial institutions 
are also agents and collectors for many 
of the European bondholders. The 
atock of many of the big corporations 
.8 also held here. It is estimated that 
;he dividends and interest on $20,000,- 
000,000 of stocks, bonds and mortgages 
ia collected in this city. At an average 
of 5 per cent it requires $1,000,000,000, 
per year to pay the interest and divi- 
dends on these securities. If the bond- 
holders of New York City and then- 
European allies should fail to reloan 
any of their interest accumulations 
for 18 months, they would be in pos- 
session of our entire volume of money 
and would also be in possession of the 
securities that could be made to absorb 
the title to more than half the property 
of tho United States. 


Tho international bondholders have 


got such a large mortgage on the planet 
that they practically own it. They 
hold a first mortgage of $28,000,000,000 
and their second, third, fourth, fifth 
and other mortgages bring tho total up 
to $200,000,000,000, interest and princi- 
ple payable in gold. As the available 
supply of gold is only about one fiftieth 
of the obligation, it is very easy to see 
how perfect is their title to the earth.

Yet when 
he came here three years ago the exist- 
ing depression, lack of buildings and 
school facilities and an hundred other 
things placed what seemed to be an 
insurmountable obstacle in his way, 
but he did not falter. After carefully 
canvassing the situation and possibili- 
ties ho made his plans and to-day the 
University is the pride of the State. It 
is true that he had able advice and a 
corps of assistants, but hia energy bade 
him go ahead and he was satisfied that 
his plans could be carried out, and the 
standing of the University to-day 
proves that his judgement at that time 
was correct.

OOLB AND 
SILVER PRODUCTION 


The Director of the Mint states that 


the production of gold in the last year 
was $53,000,000, an increase of $6,250,- 
000 aa compared with 1895. The pro- 
duction of silver was 57,000,000 fins 
ounces, an increase of 1,000,000 ounces 
over the previous year. 


The Director of the Mint does not 


give the market or selling Value of the 
silver product, which was probably nol 
over 29,000,000, as silver is lower than 
ever before in the history of 
the 


country. Tbere IB no 
demand for 


silver in the United States except for 
export. The 
Government will 
nol 


coin it for the people nor purchase il 
from the producers. It has to be sent 
out of the country to find a market 
and our law makers do all in their 
power to make it an cheap as possible 
for the Europeans and Asiatics, who 
buy it. 


It may seem strange to many that so 


much silver is produced, considering 
the low price that it commands, but it 
should be bourne in mind that silver 
is usually found in connection with 
gold in the mines of Nevada, Idaho 
Montana and Colorado. The 
Corn- 


stock would not be worked to-day 
were it not for the gold that it pro- 
duces. Though the mine has been 
classed as a silver mine, about one- 
lialf the value of the bullion which il 
produces at the present time is in the 
gold which it contains, and about 40 
per cant of the value of the whole pro- 
duct of the mine was in eold. The 
Eureka mines could not be workec 
except at a loss, were it not for the 
gold they carry, and tbo Cortez, is the 
only mine in the State that is being 
worked exclusively for silver and it is 
doubtful if that pays. That is the 
reasou so much silver is being pro 
duced at the present time in 
the 


United States. 


It is a gross injustice to the silver 


producing States and Territories that 
the 
Administration and 
Congress 


should be playing into the hands ol 
the gold trust and against the interests 
of the whole people, because the trusl 
contributed to the campaign fund to 
elect President McKinley. If the Gov- 
ernment was conducted in tbe interesl 
of the people it would at least en- 
deavor to increase the price of silver 
as we produce more of it than any 
other nation, and Europe and Asia 
would be compelled to purchase it ul 
its coinage value. 


pletely everything is run in the inter- 
est of the bondholder. A human soul 
has no rights that a bondholder is 
bound to respect. There can be no aid 
given by tba Government of the United 
States to the Cubans unless Spanish 
bonds are first guaranteed by this 
Government. The administration has 
already given out a hint to this effect 
But for political effect, a patriotic 
esolution will bo allowed to occasion- 
ally pass one House to be suppressed 
n the other.

The Turkish domain 
aas a bonded debt about three times 
as large as that of Greece, henco the 
Christian bondholders had an mteres 
in the two nations at the ratio of 13 to 
1. Now that the Turkish bonds are 
secure, their next desire is to have th 
Greek bonds ditto, and they will now 
arrange a settlement of the wnr so tha' 
Greak bonds will not become impaired 


At the same time the Resumption

The language cf criminals—the argot 
f Paris, the "patter" of London—has 
eeu carefully investigated by nuiner- 
us writers, with very variant results. 
Its origin is difficult to explain. 


Criminals, say many authors, have 
ound it necessaiy to adopt a technical 
anguago for their own protection, that 
hey may be able to converse in public 
without being understood.
